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PREFACE. 


As  the  explanations  which  are  usually  given  in  connection  with  the  elementary  exercises  take  up  much  room,  and  as  every 
successful  teacher  uses  his  own  method  in  teaching,  the  exercises  in  this  book  are  given  without  explanation ;  but  the  principles 
illustrated  in  each  number  are  indicated,  and  should  be  explained  in  the  manner  best  suited  Jojjie  class  by  the  teacher's  own 
method.  The  order  in  which  the  subjects  have  been  introduced  is  that  which  the  author  has  successfully  used  for  many  years, 
and  will  doubtless  commend  itself  to  teachers  as  being  most  progressive  and  pleasing  yet  not  voluminous. 

In  the  Secular  Department  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  greater  variety  than  usual.  The  Glees,  Quartets,  Songs, 
&c,  in  this  Department  will  contribute  largely  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Singing  Class,  Concert  and  Social  Gathering. 

Choirs  will  recognize  a  goodly  number  of  Anthems  and  Sentences  suited  to  their  needs,  also  a  few  choice  Meter  Tunes  and 
Chants.  This  matter  has  been  almost  entirely  ignored  in  most  of  the  smaller  sized  books,  and  this  feature  of  GOOD  Cheer  will 
doubtless  be  appreciated  by  the  choirs  generally. 

Good  Cheer  is  sent  forth  to  assist  the  cause  of  Vocal  Music  as  best  it  can,  and  that  it  may  prove  to  be,  in  some  measure,

A  Concise  Statement 


The  subject  of  music  is  naturally  divided  into  the  following 
Departments :    Rythmics,  Melodics,  and  Dynamics. 

RYTHMICS. 
Rythmics  treats  of  the  length  of  tones. 

The  different  kinds  of  length  and  the  characters  (notes)  which 
represent  them,  and  the  characters  (rests)  indicating  silence  are 
named  as  follows : 

Dotted  Sixteenth.  Dotted  Eighth.  Dotted  Quarter.  Dotted  Half.        Dotted  Whola. 
Sixteenth.         Eighth.  Quarter.  Halt  Whole.

A  Dot  after  a  note  or  rest  adds  one  half  to  its  length. 
A  Measure  rest  is  used  to  fill  a  measure. 
The  Pulsations  which  occur  regularly  in  music  are  called 
beats,  and  the  kind  of  note  occupying  the  time  of  the  beat  is  called 

the  BEAT  NOTE. 

The  stress  which  recurs  regularly  in  the  beats  is  called  accent, 
and  groups  them  into  measures. 

The  different  kinds  of  measures  are  designated  by  figures  of 
which  the  following  are  in  common  use  : 

Double  Measure.        Triple  Measure.        Quadruple  Measure.        Sextuple  Measure. 

Each  kind  of  measure  has  a  strong  accent  on  the  first  beat,  and 
Quadruple  has  also  a  slight  accent  on  the  third,  and  Sextuple  on  the 
fourth.

MELODICS. 
Melodics  treats  of  the  pitch  of  tones. 

All  pitches  have  independent  or  absolute  names  ;  they  are  the 
names  of  the  first  seven  letters  of  the  alphabet,  with,  in  some  cases, 
the  addition  of  the  word  sharp,  double  sharp,  flat,  or  double  flat. 

Tones  that  agree,  and  produce  a  pleasing  effect,  either  in  succes 
sion  or  combination,  are  related  to  each  other,  and  form  families,  called 
keys. 

In  every  key  there  is  one  pitch,  which  produces  the  best  ending, 
called  KEY-NOTE. 

Pitches,  also,  have  the  following  relative  cr  scale  names  : 
Key  note  or  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  eight,  sharp  one, 
sharp  two,  &c,  flat  seven,  flat  six,  &c. 

When  the  pitches  occur  in  regular  order  from  one. to  eight  or 
the  reverse,  they  form  the  scale. 

Syllables  are  used  in  practice  to  help  fix  the  pitches  in  the  mind, 
and  also  for  vocal  culture. 

Pitches  are  represented  by  a  character,  consisting  of,  not  less 
than  five  horizontal  lines  together  with  the  spaces  belonging  to  them, 
called  the  staff. 

Each  line  and  each  space  is  called  a  degree,  and  represents  a 
pitch. 

When  more  degrees  are  needed,  short  lines  are  added,  which  are 
called  added  lines.

The  pitches  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  A,  and  B,  constitute  the  key  of  C  :  i.  e. 
C  is  key-note,  one,  and  the  staff  represents  this  key  when  there  are 
no  sharps  or  flats  immediately  to  the  right  of  the  clef.  The  Signa- 
ture (sign)  is  then  Natural. 

The  pitches  G.  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  F|£  constitute  the  key  of  G> 
and  the  staff  represents  this  key  when  a  sharp  is  placed  in  the  signa- 
ture on  the  degree  which  represented  F. 

Thus  the  staff  can  be  made  to  represent  all  (major)keys  by  the 
proper  sharps  or  flats  being  represented  in  the  signature.

Sharps,  flats  or  naturals  that  occur  elsewhere  in  the  staff  than  in 
the  signature,  are  called  Accidentals  and  continue  their  effect 
through  the  measure  unless  cancelled. 

The  keys  just  described  are  called  Major  Keys. 

Sharping  the  fifth  of  a  major  key  produces  a  key  of  a  different 
character,  called  a  Minor  Key;  whose  key-note  is  the  same  pitch  as  the 
sixth  of  the  (relative)  major;  the  same  syllables  are  used  as  for  the 
relative  major,  except  where  the  sharp  occurs  the  syllable  belonging 
to  sharp  five  (si)  is  used. 

Between  any  two  pitches  of  the  major  scale(except  three  and  four 
and  seven  and  eight)  intermediate  tones  may  occur;  and  when  these 
together  with  major  scale  tones  are  in  regular  scale  order  they  form 
what  is  called  the  Chromatic  Scale. 

DYNAMICS. 

Dynamics  treats  of  the  Power  and  Quality  of  tones. 

The  terms  and  signs  expressing  the  different  degrees  of  power 
and  different  qualities  of  tones  are  given  in  connection  with  the  fol-
